Jobless Aid 
Is in Limbo 
For Millions 


Washington 

More than 1.3 million laid-off work- 
ers won’t get their unemployment 
benefits reinstated before Congress 
goes on a weeklong break for Inde- 
pendence Day, and hundreds of 
thousands more will lose their ben- 
efits in the coming weeks. 

The House voted 270-153 Thurs- 
day to extend jobless benefits for 
people who have been laid off for 
long stretches, but the gesture was 
made futile by the Senate’s inabil- 
ity to pass the bill. For the third 
time in as many weeks. Repub- 
licans in the Senate successful- 
ly filibustered a similar measure 
Wednesday night before senators 
adjourned for vacation. 

A little more than 1.3 million 
people have already lost benefits 
since the last extension ran out at 
the end of May, according to the 
Labor Department. By the end of 
the week, the number will jump 
to 1.7 million. By the end of July, it 
would top 3 million, (ap)

Obama Starts Immigration Push 



President tries to pin 
blame on GOP for 
delays in legislation 

Washington 

Hoping to breathe new life into the 
stalled immigration effort. Presi- 
dent Obama on Thursday blamed 
the delay on recalcitrant Republi- 
cans who he said had given in to 
the “pressures of partisanship and 
election-year politics.” 

Republicans responded that 
Obama’s first step going forward 
must be to secure the border. 

In his first immigration speech, 
Obama took Republicans to task, 
in particular 11 GOP senators who 
had backed attempts during the 
previous Republican administra- 
tion to tighten the immigration 
system. He did not call out any- 
one by name. 


Obama dismissed the focus on 
a “border security first” approach, 
saying the system is too big to be 
fixed “only with fences and bor- 
der patrols.” He advocated a com- 


prehensive approach that would 
call on the government, business- 
es and illegal immigrants them- 
selves to live up to their responsi- 
bilities within the law. 


Obama also wants to create a 
pathway to citizenship for the esti- 
mated 11 million illegal immigrants 
in the U.S.; critics call it amnesty. 
But Obama said the immigrants 
must first acknowledge that they 
broke the law; pay fines and back 
taxes; perform community service 
;and learn English. 

Without setting a timeline, 
Obama questioned whether the 
political will exists to get a bill 
through Congress. 

“Reform that brings account- 
ability to our immigration system 
cannot pass without Republican 
votes,” he said. “That is the politi- 
cal and mathematical reality.” 

Senate Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell, R-Ky., said Obama 
would get the bipartisan support he 
wants “if he would take amnesty off 
the table and make a real commit- 
ment to border and interior secu- 
rity.”

Chicago Mayor Lays Out New Gun Rules in Wake of Court Ruling 


Chicago 

With the city’s gun ban certain 
to be overturned. Mayor Richard 
Daley on Thursday introduced 
what city officials say is the strict- 
est handgun ordinance in the Unit- 
ed States. 

The measure, which draws 


from ordinances across the coun- 
try, would ban gun shops in Chica- 
go and prohibit gun owners from 
stepping outside their homes, even 
onto their porches or into their 
garages, with a handgun. 

Daley announced his ordinance 
at a park on the city’s South Side

The High Cost of Success 



About $260M worth 
of swine flu vaccine 
will soon be dumped 

Atlanta 

About a quarter of the swine flu 
vaccine produced for the U.S. pub- 
lic has expired — meaning that a 
whopping 40 million doses worth 
about $260 million are being writ- 
ten off as trash. 

“It’s a lot, by historical stan- 
dards,” saidjerry Weir, who over- 
sees vaccine research and review 
for the U.S. Food and Drug Admin- 
istration. 

The outdated vaccine, some of 
which expired Wednesday, will be 
incinerated. The amount, as much 
as four times the usual leftover sea- 
sonal flu vaccine, likely sets a record. 
And that’s not even all of it. 

About 30 million more doses 
will expire later and may go 
unused, according to one govern- 
ment estimate. If all that vaccine 
expires, more than 43 percent of 
the supply for the U.S. public will 
have gone to waste. 


Federal officials defended the 
huge purchase as a necessary risk in 
the face of a never-before-seen virus. 
Many health experts had feared the 
new flu could be the deadly epi- 
demic they had long warned about, 
but it ended up killing fewer peo- 
ple than seasonal flu. 

“Although there were many 
doses of vaccine that went unused, 
it was much more appropriate to 
have been prepared for the worst- 
case scenario than to have had too 


few doses,” said Bill Hall, spokes- 
man for U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services. 

Most leading health experts 
generally agree with that assess- 
ment. 

Millions of doses of flu vaccine 
typically go unused every year and 
are marked for burning, but in 
recent years the leftovers amounted 
to closer to 10 percent of the supply, 
rather than the 25 percent expir- 
ing now. MIKE STOBBE (AP)

China Is Poised 
To Cash in on iraq 


U.S. companies wary 
of investing in nation 
after years of war 

Al-Ahdab oil field, Iraq 

China didn’t take part in the U.S.- 
led invasion of Iraq or the bloody 
military battles that followed. It 
hasn’t invested in reconstruction 
projects or efforts by the West to 
fortify the struggling democracy in 
the heart of the Middle East. 

But as the U.S. military draws 
down and Iraq opens up to foreign 
investment, China and a handful of 
other countries that weren’t part of 
the so-called coalition of the will- 
ing are poised to cash in. These 
countries are expanding their foot- 
hold beyond Iraq’s oil reserves — 
the world’s third-largest — to areas 
such as construction, government 
services and even tourism, while 
American companies show little 
interest in investing here. 

“The U.S. really doesn’t know 
what to do in Iraq,” said Fawzi 


Hariri, Iraq’s industry minister. “I 
have been personally, as the minis- 
ter of industry, trying to woo U.S. 
companies into Iraq. There is noth- 
ing yet. Nothing tangible.” 

In the past two years, Chinese 
companies have walked away with 
stakes in three of the 11 contracts the 
Iraqi Oil Ministry has signed in its 
bid to increase crude output by about 
450 percent over the next seven years. 
They also renegotiated a $3 billion 
deal that dates back to when Sadd- 
am Hussein was in power. 

Only two American firms won 
stakes in oil deals, an underwhelm- 
ing showing that industry analysts 
and U.S. officials say reflects deep 
concerns about doing business in a 
country besieged by insecurity, cor- 
ruption and political turmoil. 

“They made a mistake and 
overestimated the risk,” said Ruba 
Husari, an oil analyst in Bagh- 
dad. “I think they did not realize 
on the spot that it was the biggest 
window of opportunity, and they

Hey Now, He’s an AU-Star 

Stephen Strasburg should get the honor if the NL really wants to win the game

Ryan Franklin spent more than 15 sea- 
sons trying to become an All-Star, wend- 
ing through Bellingham and Appleton and 
Port City, working as a starter, middleman 
and setup guy, waiting for that special night 
to hear the PA announcer call his name, jog 
to the foul line and tip his cap. 

The St. Louis closer got summoned last 
summer and proudly took his place during 
pregame introductions, a first-timer at age 
36. So, it’s easy to understand how he feels 
about the big question lingering over next 
month’s game. 

Should Stephen Strasburg make it this 
year as a rookie? A rookie with only a few 
weeks in the majors, at that. 

“No chance. No chance. You can’t be an 
All-Star if you’ve pitched six games. It just 
ain’t right. He’s got a tremendous future, 
but he’s not an All-Star,” Franklin said. “I 
just don’t think it’s fair.” 


Competitive Edge 

Forget this is billed as the fans’ game. 
Never mind the Washington ace is now 
the brightest light in the baseball uni- 
verse, a phenom so electric President 
Obama recently came over to Nation- 
als Park for a look. 

No, skip all that. There’s a better rea- 
son why Strasburg should absolutely be 
Stars-burg when rosters are announced 
Sunday: He can help the National League 
finally win one of these games. 

It’s been awhile. The last time the NL won, 
the game was played in a ballpark that no lon- 
ger exists (Veterans Stadium), on a surface 
the NL no longer uses (artificial turf). 

That was in 1996, back when the Mil- 
waukee Brewers were still in the American 
League. Four players on the original rosters 
for that game in Philadelphia — Cal Ripken, 
Wade Boggs, Tony Gwynn and Ozzie Smith 
— are already in the Hall of Fame. 

If the NL is serious about winning on 
July 13 in a game that’s often played more 
like an exhibition — especially with home- 
field advantage in the World Series going 
to the victor — Strasburg is an automat- 
ic choice. 


Shining Through 

No one’s had much luck so far against the 
21-year-old. Through Strasburg’s five 
starts, batters are 9 for 44 with 18 
strikeouts and one walk against him 
the first trip through the lineup. 

Entering Saturdaj^’s start against 
the New York Mets, Strasburg is 2-2 
with a 2.27 ERA, giving up 25 hits and 
striking out 48 in 31 2/3 innings while 
getting little support from his offense. 


Numbers Game 

Rosters were increased to 34 this year, 
though that won’t quell the never-ending 
debate of who should be an All-Star — play- 
ers having the best season, popular stars, 
maybe someone in his final year? 

Or someone such as Strasburg, who’s 
drawing the kind of crazy attention that sur- 
rounded the likes of Ichiro, Dwight Gooden 
and Mark Eidrych. There was such a swarm 
around newcomer Hideo Nomo in 1995 that 
in a break from tradition, he lined up with 
his NL teammates for pregame introductions 
rather than stay in the bullpen to warm up 
to start the game. 

Arizona manager A.J. Hinch can see 
both sides. “Certainly, the buzz around 
him is unlike an34hing we’ve seen in 
recent years,” he said. “If Billy Wag- 
ner is in his last season and he was 
the guy scratched for Strasburg, 
that’s a difficult situation. Who 
would he replace?” 


Deciding Factors 

NL manager Charlie Manuel of Philadelphia, 
NL players and Major League Baseball get 
some say in who makes the team. 

“People ... start saying, Tt would be a 
shame if he’s not in.’ I say there’s a lot of 
shame every day somewhere. A lot of things 
happen,” Manuel said this week. “I’ve got a 
very open mind about him,” he said.

After Main Break, WSSC 
Limits Md. Water Use 


Potomac, Md. 

The Washington Suburban Sani- 
tary Commission is declaring man- 
datory water restrictions for all cus- 
tomers for at least four days while 
a failing section of an 8-foot main 
in Potomac is repaired. 

The WSSC, which serves Mont- 
gomery and Prince George’s coun- 
ties, announced the restrictions 
Thursday to ensure there is water 
for all customers, fire protection 
and medical uses. The goal is to 
cut use by a third. 

An acoustic fiber optic moni- 
toring system detected a failing 


section of a 9 6 -inch water main in 
Potomac. WSSC General Manag- 
er Jerry Johnson says the system, 
which will eventually be installed 
in all large mains, helped prevent 
a more serious situation. 

WSSC has asked people to stop 
all outside water use and use water 
only as necessary. 

The pipe is similar to a 66-inch 
concrete main that burst along 
River Road in Bethesda in late 
2008, stranding cars amid a tor- 
rent of frigid water and requiring 
motorists to be rescued by heli- 
copter and firefighters in boats.

One of soccer’s biggest 
stars finds success with 
unusual coaching style 

Soccer 

When it comes to charisma, not many 
soccer coaches can rival Argentina’s 
Diego Maradona. But a deep discussion 
over tactics? Not the man’s style. 

“Great one, you beast!” you often 
hear Maradona shouting affectionately 
at a player during training. Even when a 
shot balloons over the crossbar, he bubbles 
with the same infectious enthusiasm. 

His critics, who called him a naive 
tactician before the World Cup, could 
be made to eat their words if Argentina 
continues its impressive form in South 
Africa and wins a third title. 

The Albiceleste have won four 
matches in a row, scoring 10 goals — 
and the tally would’ve been far higher 
but for some excellent goalkeeping. 

Maradona says he preferred to be a 
free spirit as a player. So, he intention- 
ally won’t tell Argentina’s latest super- 
star — Lionel Messi — what to do. 

“I went to tell Messi [at Barcelona] 
that nobody ever told me where to play. 
So, I shouldn’t have to tell Messi where 
to play either,” said Maradona. 

The former Argentine captain has 
embraced and kissed his players before 
all the matches in South Africa. And it 
seems as though he’s kicking every ball 
in his mind when prowling around the 


coaches area wearing a suit. 

The players seem to be thriving. 

Martin Palermo, Argentina’s 
36 -year-old fifth-choice striker, is a 
case in point. Many thought Mara- 
dona included him on his squad out of 
sentimentality — or as a lucky charm 
— after the striker scored a last-gasp 
goal that helped seal Argentina’s qual- 
ification for the World Cup. 

With Argentina struggling to break 
down Greece in the final group game, 

Maradona brought in Palermo, who 
within minutes got on the score sheet. 

“I said, ‘Get out there. Finish this match 
for me,”’ the coach recalled. 

Whether Maradona’s approach 
will work against tactically savvy 
Germany in this weekend’s quar- 
terfinal is another matter. 

When asked after the 3-1 defeat 
of Mexico on Sunday how he would 
approach the Germans, Maradona 
snapped, “Let me enjoy this match. 

Why think of Germany? How about 
you name the players YOU want.”

will, and roamed center field with 
range not seen here since baseball 
came back to town. He batted .351 
and stole 24 bases in 49 games with 
the Nationals before a broken hand 
ended his season. 



Off the field, in the locker room in 
front of cameras and microphones, 
his celebrity only grew. Tony Plush 
rattled off nicknames for his new 


teammates. Everybody needed a 
nickname, he figured. 

This year, though, it’s best Mor- 
gan stay off the Internet, lest he see 
some of the nicknames Nationals 


fans have given him. The goodwill 
he earned after his arrival has largely 
been squandered as he’s struggled to 
reach base and regularly been picked 
off or thrown out stealing on the occa- 
sions he does set foot on first. 


Morgan is batting .252 with a 
meager .314 on-base percentage. 
He’s stolen 17 bases but has been 
caught 11 times. Last year, he stole 
42 bases and was caught 17 times. 
And in the outfield, he’s looked 
lost at times. 


On Friday, Morgan cel- 
ebrates his 30th birthday and 
welcomes July, a month he figures 
will bring better things. “I always 
pick it up in the second half,” Mor- 
gan told The Washington Post. “It’s 
always been like that. Even in the 
minors, it was always like that. I’ve 
been here before. Now it’s time to

Just one in four pitchers in the 
major leagues is left-handed. And 
with Morse starting in right field 
on days when the Nats face a south- 
paw, he’ll be riding the pine about 
three of every four days. 

“Whatever gets me into the line- 
up,” said Morse, who’s batting .333 in 
51 at-bats with the Nats this season, 
starting in 10 games. With an offense 
that’s been whisper quiet lately, the 
Nationals could use a hot bat more 
than once every four games. 

Luckily for Morse, the Mets plan 
to throw lefties Jon Niese and Hisa-

As they exited, the New Jersey Nets 
passed the New York Knicks in the 
driveway of the parking garage. 

Everyone came to see LeBron 
James. 

Nets billionaire owner Mikhail 
Prokhorov, rap mogul Jay-Z, coach 
Avery Johnson and other team offi- 
cials spent more than 90 minutes 
making a presentation on Thurs- 
day to James, the two-time MVP 
who became the most celebrated free 
agent in history at 12:01 a.m. 

Prokhorov left with a few mem- 
bers of the Nets’ entourage at 
12:43 p.m. Lagging a few minutes 
behind them was Jay-Z, a close fiiend of 
James’, who was sitting in the backseat 
of a black sedan leaving the garage as 
the Knicks’ motorcade — two sedans 
and two SUVs — pulled in. 

And so went the initial hours of 
James’ courtship, which has turned 
into his personal recruitment and 
has captivated the sports world. 

“It went well,” Johnson said before 
the Nets’ congregation headed to Chi- 
cago to meet with free agents Dwy- 
ane Wade and Chris Bosh.

Serena Wins Spot in Sixth Wimbledon Final

Back in the final yet again, Serena 
Williams will have to beat some- 
one other than her sister for once to 
secure a fourth Wimbledon cham- 
pionship. 

The top-ranked American 
defeated 62nd-ranked Petra Kvi- 
tova 7-6 (5), 6-2 on Thursday to 
reach her third straight Wimble- 
don final and sixth overall. 

Standing in Williams’ way in 
Saturday’s final will be 21st-seed- 
ed Russian Vera Zvonareva, who 


rallied to beat Tsvetana Pironko- 
va 3-6, 6-3, 6-2 to reach her first 
Grand Slam title match. 

It’s the 10th time in the last 11 
years that at least one of the Wil- 
liams sisters has advanced to the 
final. Venus and Serena have won 
eight titles. 

Serena Williams, going for a 13th 
Grand Slam title, has never beaten 
anyone other than her older sister 
in the Wimbledon championship 
match. Serena Williams defeated her 
sister in the 2002, 2003 and 2009 
finals, while Venus Williams won

the all-sister showdown in 2008.

FOOD ADVENTURER, ‘NO RESERVATIONS’ HOST 


Quick-witted Anthony Bourdain 
first caught our ear (and captured 
our foodie hearts) with “Kitchen 
Confidential,” his 2000 behind- 
the-scenes restaurant expose. 
Now he has what many consider 
the best job ever: eating his way 
around the world on the Travel 
Channel’s “No Reservations.” Sure, 
he’s swilled duck blood soup and 
pig knuckle, but he’s also gobbled 
French pastries and juicy burgers. 
His show’s seventh season starts 
July 5 at 10 p.m.; his new book, 
“Medium Raw,” is out now. 

“Medium Raw" came out 10 years 
after “Kitchen Confidential.” 
What’s the biggest change in the 
restaurant industry since then? 

The empowerment of the chef. 
People care what the chef thinks. 
They’re interested in watching 


cooks work. The public is eating 
more like chefs than back in the 
day, when the customer was right 
and the chef was there to serve. 

You’re a dad now, with a 3-year-old 
daughter. Have you introduced her 
to any crazy foods? 

She eats like a normal kid, but 
because my wife and I travel so 
much, my daughter’s exposed to 
a lot of food. Recently, we were 
shooting in Paris, and she started 
eating raw oysters. 

Do you travel differently now that 
you’re a parent? 

It’s like the invasion of Normandy 
when I travel with my family. It’s 
this huge logistical train of child- 
related stuff You think about prox- 
imity to hospitals, worst-case sce- 
narios, refrigeration for milk. 


Which do you enjoy more: going to 
new spots or trying new foods? 

I travel to new places largely based 
on whether there’s an expectation 
of interesting food and people. Peo- 
ple I feel closest with are ones who 
love food and are proud of it. 

Where do you like to eat in D.C.? 

I’m a big Jose Andres fan, I like the 
Vietnamese scene. El Polio Ricco 
is a great chicken place.

What’ll we see this season on “No 
Reservations"? 

We went back to Beirut for what 
I expect to be much like the show 
we’d hoped to make the first 
time [in 2006, when the city was 
bombed] and show people how 
amazing it is. And we just shot in 
Paris. I took Eric Ripert, and we 
had an amazing time. It’s a revi- 
talized, exciting time in the res- 
taurant business in Paris. 

Which cultures are pushing the 
culinary envelope right now? 

Paris. There’s Michelin- quality 
food for under 50 euros a meal. 
It’s the most underrated food des- 
tination right now. 

Anyplace you still want to visit? 

Cuba. I’d like to see Cuban base- 
ball before Castro falls and the 
country changes. And I have a 
show in mind where we’d retrace 
Joseph Conrad’s trip up the 
Congo River from “Heart of Dark- 
ness.” We’re working through 
the security aspects of that.

Dear Manolo 
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Chef Rick Bayless may hail from Oklahoma, 
but the way he makes tacos, guacamole and 
margaritas has put him on the culinary map 
as America’s foremost expert on Mexican food. 
He slings south-of-the-border fare both simple 
and haute at his Chicago restaurants (Frontera 
Grill, Topolobampo, XOCO) and — for the most 
recent state dinner — at the White House. 


The author of six prior Mexican cook- 
books (and 2009’s “Top Chef Masters” 
champ) just penned another, “Fiesta at 
Rick’s” ($35, Norton). We chatted with 
him about how to host his favorite kind 
of party. Jennifer barger (express) 

How are parties different in Mexico? 

My philosophy is it’s all about real- 
ly bright flavors, which puts people at 
ease. Mexican food really gets a party 
started, especially if you invite the right 
people. People there express themselves 
through food with these regular par- 
ties. You get a sense that when they 
make a dish, it’s an extension of their 
spirit. People are always preparing for 
the next fiesta and inviting everyone 
they know. 

What do people typically eat at fiestas 
there? 

They have a grand way of celebrating, 
like maybe with a huge bowl of mole 


or a giant paella over 
a wood fire. It’s about 
making a main dish 
that’s a show-stop- 
per. 

if you cook Mexican 
fora large group, is 
there a secret? 

You have to have some 
of the right equip- 
ment, like at least 
one big pan. I have 
a 3-foot wide pael- 
la pan. 

The new book has so many guacamole 
variations, including one with — yum — 
bacon. Can you make it with anything? 

Anything that makes sense, really. Avo- 
cados, because of their deep flavor and 
smooth richness, are very friendly to a 
lot of flavors. You can take those bright 
flavors and add any kind of herbs. Like

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the other day, I had mint and basil, and 
put those in. It tasted great! 

Ceviche is also big in your new book, but 
shouldn’t i be nervous about raw fish? 

The hardest part for most people is that 
they aren’t comfortable with their fish 
supply. But you can also go the cooked 
shellfish route, or if you are doing it with 
raw fish, buy your fish from a fishmon- 
ger you have a relationship built up with. 
You can also usually buy sashimi-grade 
tuna at Whole Foods, which works. 

What was it like cooking at the White 
House? 

It was really cool, and I can’t believe they 
let us do that! I spend seven hours mak- 
ing Oaxacan mole. People there were 
really supportive and helped us get in 
special ingredients like chilies. 

At your restaurants, you are known for 
pairing wine with Mexican food. How do 
you do that? 

Basically, you’re not pairing the meat; 
you’re pairing the sauce. For cevich- 
es, dry Rieslings work really well. For 
guac. New Zealand sauvignon blancs 
go well. Or pair a red mole with a rich 
red wine. 

But on the other hand, how can i make 
the best margarita? 

It’s all about fresh lime juice. And not 
from the bottle — that’s bitter. You need 
to squeeze every single lime.

BACON AND TOMATO GUACAMOLE 


^ 5 strips nnediunn-thick bacon 
(full-flavored snnoky bacon is 
great here) 

^ 3 nnediunn-large ripe avocados 

^ 1/2 nnediunn white onion, 
chopped into 1/4-inch pieces 

^ 2 or 3 canned chipotle chiles 
en adobo to taste, rennoved 
fronn the canning sauce, 
stennnned, slit open, seeds 
scraped out and finely chopped 


^ 1 nnediunn-large ripe 
tonnato, cored and chopped 
into 1/4-inch pieces 

^ 1/4 cup (loosely packed) 
coarsely chopped fresh cilantro 
(thick bottonn stems cut off), 
plus a little extra for garnish 

»Salt 

^ 1 or 2 tablespoons fresh 
lime juice 



SERVES8TO10 

In a large (10-inch) skillet, cook the slices of bacon in a 
single layer over medium heat, turning them occasionally, until 
crispy and browned, about 10 minutes. Drain on paper towels, then 
coarsely crumble. 

Cut around each avocado, from stem to blossom end and back 
again, then twist the two halves apart. Dislodge the pit. Scoop the 
flesh from the skin into a large bowl. Using an old-fashioned potato 
masher or a large fork or spoon, mash the avocados into a coarse 
puree. 

Scoop the onion into a small strainer and rinse under cold water. 
Shake off the excess water and transfer to the bowl, along with the 
chipotle chiles, tomatoes, cilantro (save a little for garnish if you 
wish) and about two-thirds of the bacon. Gently stir to combine all 
of the ingredients. Taste and season with salt, usually about 1/2 
teaspoon, and enough lime juice to add a little sparkle. 

Cover with plastic wrap directly on the surface of the guacamo- 
le and refrigerate until you’re ready to serve. Scoop guacamole into 
a serving dish, sprinkle with the remaining bacon (and cilantro if you 
have it) and serve, from "fiesta at ricks" ($35, norton)

Young, unseasoned 
actors weaken the 
special effects-heavy 
epic ‘Last Airbender’ 

Film Review 

For more than a month now, IVe 
been getting e-mails complaining 
about the “racist” casting of “The 
Last Airbender,” director M. Night 
Shyamalan’s live-action adaptation 
of the Nickelodeon cartoon “Avatar: 
The Last Airbender ” Apparently 
part of a campaign, the e-mailers 
are upset that, with the exception 
of British-born Indian actor Dev 
Patel, who plays bad guy Zuko, 
the filmmaker cast white actors in 


most of the lead roles. (Set in a fan- 
tasy universe where chi, or ener- 
gy, is harnessed to control the ele- 
ments of air, water, earth and fire, 
the TV series arguably evoked an 


Asia-like world.) 

Guess what: The bellyachers 
are right. But not for the reason 
they think. 

Newcomer Noah Ringer, who 


plays the title role of Aang — a 
messianic child with the power to 
manipulate all four elements — is 
woefully miscast. Not because he’s 
white, but because the kid can’t act 
his way out of a wet paper bag. 

Pla3dng a hero who’s meant to be 
something akin to the young Dalai 
Lama, Ringer brings less than zero 
gravitas to the role. He makes the 
kid who plays Gibby on “iCar-

ly” look like Sir Lawrence Olivier 
(Noah Munck, if anyone cares). 

Having run away from the mon- 
astery where he was being groomed 
for his role, Aang left before he had 
mastered control of water, earth and 
fire. His only real expertise is in the 
“bending” of air. That means he can 
stir up mini-tornadoes and blast 
people with puffs of wind. 

But the actor doesn’t even have 
the physical presence the role 
requires. The character’s stunts — 
a mix of tai chi-like moves, com- 
puter effects and wire work — are 
passable at best. 

As for the special effects, the 
bending of the elements is. I’ll 
admit, kind of cool. Walls of dirt 
rise up to repel fireballs. Oceans 
surge and turn to ice. 

After awhile, though, all the 
fighting between people hurling 
rocks, flames, water balloons and 
blasts of air at each other starts 
to resemble, as a waggish friend 
noted, one long game of rock, paper, 
scissors. It gets real old real fast.

Classy Helen Mirren 
seems miscast in this 
flick about a brothel 


Film Review 

There’s a little inside joke at the 
beginning of “Love Ranch ” a soap- 
operatic drama based on the real- 
life story of Nevada’s first legally 
licensed brothel. Cranky whore- 
house owner Charlie Bontempo 
(Joe Pesci) turns to his wife, Grace 
(Helen Mirren), and snarls, “Who 
do you think you are, the queen of 
[expletive] England?” 

In context, it’s a reference to 
Grace’s somewhat more regal bear- 
ing. Her husband is a foulmouthed 
little tyrant who physically intim- 
idates people who try to shut his 
business down. She, at least, has 
a little bit of class.

But the line is also a wink at 
Mirren’s Oscar-winning turn in 
the 2006 movie “The Queen.” 
Unfortunately, the reference only 
snaps us out of any willing suspen- 
sion of disbelief at that point. It’s a 
painful reminder as to how out of 
place the actress is in this made- 
for-basic-cable-caliber melodra- 
ma. With the exception of Mirren 
and Sergio Peris-Mencheta — who 
plays an up-and-coming Argentine 
boxer who Charlie sees as his next 


meal ticket and with whom Grace 
begins a unlikely May-September 
romance — the performances feel 
as phony as Pesci’s hair. 

Try though she might, Mirren 
can’t save the hackneyed story, 
inspired by the lives of Joe and 
Sally Conforte, who ran the Mus- 
tang Ranch brothel in the 1970s 
until the IRS shut it down for tax 
evasion. Directed by Taylor Hack- 
ford and written by Mark Jacobson, 
the tale of corruption, murder and, 
yes, terminal illness is straight out 
of “Days of Our Lives.” 

Not that Mirren gets much help 
from her supporting cast. Gina Ger- 
shon, playing the den mother of the 
prostitutes, has the effect of mak- 
ing the film feel like “Showgirls” 
whenever she turns up. 

Like that 1995 disaster, “Love 
Ranch” is a toxic cocktail of unin- 
tended camp. Five years from 
now, it could be a hit on the mid- 
night-movie circuit. Right now, it’s

Oliver Stone turns 
an adoring lens on 
Venezuela’s Chavez 

Film Review 

One thing Oliver Stone can’t be 
accused of is having a hidden 
agenda. 

The filmmaker who has infuri- 
ated and energized filmgoers with 
his revisionist versions of history 
delivers one of his left-handed proj- 
ects with “South of the Border,” a 
personal, maddeningly blinkered 
travelogue through Latin Ameri- 
ca that, for all its willful naivete, 
offers a valuable glimpse of histor- 
ical and social change. 

Most of the film is devoted to 
Venezuela’s Hugo Chavez, with 
whom Stone enjoys a mutually 
adoring friendship that borders on 
the embarrassing. When Chavez

was elected president in 1998, he 
vowed to free the country’s oil 
wealth from the control of U.S. cor- 
porate interests and the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund. In succes- 
sive years, Chavez has come under 
increasing criticism for clamping 
down on human rights. 

Very little of that is addressed 
by Stone, who mostly lobs soft- 
balls to Chavez and “directs” him 
in a sentimental scene wherein the 
leader visits his childhood home.

THE A-TEAM (PG-13, 117 minutes) Co-star- 
ring Bradley Cooper, Quinton “Rampage” 
Jackson and Sharlto Copley, this film 
engages in the same blurry, incoherent 
close-up action to which young filmgoers 
have now become accustomed. During a 
preamble set in the Mexican desert, we 
meet the guys: the unflappable Smith; 
Face, the Ladies’ man; Murdock, the crazy- 
Like-a-fox pilot; and Bosco “B.A." Baracus, 
the Mohawked muscle man. In case 
watchinga guy machine-gun his enemies 
from atop a tank isn’t enough, the film- 
makers treat viewers to an elaborately 
staged climax at the Los Angeles piers. 
Jessica Biel also appears as one of Face’s 
Love interests. This film might be selling 
itself as an action flick, but it’s really just

CYRUS (R, 92 minutes) This movie an- 
nounces its confrontational intentions 
from the get-go, when in the opening 


scene the film’s hero, John (John C. 
Reilly), is interrupted in an intimate mo- 
ment by his ex-wife, Jamie (Catherine 
Keener), who has stopped by to tell him 
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she’s getting remarried. Later, John 
meets MoLLy (Marisa Tomei), a knockout 
who thinks his penchant for drunken 
confessions and public urination is kind 
of cute. The future Looks bright for John 
and MoLLy, until he discovers that she 
has been hiding something. That would 
be her 21-year-oLd son Cyrus, played by 
Jonah HiLL. He Lives in a deeply enmeshed 
relationship with his devoted mother, who 
has home-schooled him and encourages 
his techno-emonoodLings on synthesizer 
keyboards. When John meets Cyrus, his 
face reflects the very questions that 
come up for the audience: Is this kid 
gifted? Or is there something darker at 
the core of his devotion to his mom? a.h. 
GET HIM TO THE GREEK (R, 109 minutes) 
A spin-off of sorts, this film foLLows the 
further exploits of hedonistic British 
rockstarALdousSnow, Lastseen getting 
straight and sober in “Forgetting Sarah 
MarshaLL." But Snow has fallen on hard 
times here. A weLL-intentioned but enor- 
mously offensive single, “African Child," 
has thrown his career into a nosedive, 
sent his girlfriend and child packing, and 
caused him to relapse into substance 
abuse. In an effortto resurrect his public 
image, the record company sends Aaron 
Green (Jonah HiLL), a rookie intern, to 
escort him from London to a comeback 
gig. But at Snow’s insistence, this British 
assignment devolves into a three-day 
bender. AARON leitko 
GROWN UPS (PG-13, 98 minutes) This 
summer male-bonding comedy star- 
ring Adam Sandler purports to be about 
a successful man in his 40s dealing 
with rue and regret with bittersweet 
Laughs and maybe a few tears along the 
way. The film finds Sandler reverting 
to Lunkheaded, Lazy-Laff form as a Hol- 
lywood super-agent named Lenny who 
reunites with his childhood friends after 
the funeral of their revered basketball 
coach. Eric (Kevin James), the fat-joke 
target, drivesa CadiLLacand hasa pretty 
wife. Kurt (Chris Rock) is a househusband 
married to a tart-tongued career woman; 
Rob (Rob Schneider) is a New Age mas- 
sage therapist married to a much-older 
woman; and Marcus (David Spade) is the 
group’s skeevy-Looking Peter Pan. With 
its Lame, guys-doing-guy-stuff humor, 
“Grown Ups" resembles the bro-centric 
action picture “The A-Team," except that 
nothing blows up — unless you count a 
flatulent mother-in-Law. a.h. 

I AM LOVE (R, 120 minutes) The film opens 
on a snowy evening in Milan, where the 


wealthy Recchi family has gathered for 
the birthday of their elderly patriarch, 
Edoardo (Gabriele Ferzetti). At a dinner 
overseen with prim propriety by his 
daughter-in-Law Emma (Tilda Swinton), 
the old man tells the assembled guests 
that he is handing overthefamiLy textile 
business to his son Tancredi (Pippo DeL- 
bono), and Emma and Tancredi’s eldest 
son, Edo (FLavio Parent!). Is that a Look 
of alarm that passes across Emma’s 
face when Edo’s grandfather makes his 
announcement? And just what events 
are set in motion when an acquaintance 
of herson’s stops by with an impromptu 
gift? Promising director Luca Guadagnino 
makes the most of a medium too often 
straitjacketed into shots of people talking 
to one another, using it to Lead viewers to 
an entirely new realm of the senses, with 
unsettling, intoxicating results, a.h. 
IRON MAN 2 (PG-13, 126 minutes) The 
best thing about “Iron Man" was Robert 
Downey Jr.’s cheekand expressiveness. 
The worst was the hardware. The sequel 
drowns any potential sophistication in

a busy, unfocused clatter of cross-talk 
punctuated by occasional fender-bender 
royaLes.

Lic exoskeLeton that wiLL rival Iron Man’s 
both in technoLogicaL complexity and 
destructive throw-weight. When Vanko 
confronts Tony Stark (Downey) for their 
first showdown at the Grand Prix in 
Monaco, it’s clear the film wiLL be pro- 
pelled by OedipaL psychoLogicaL issues 
and struggles with mortality. Aw, who’s 
anybody kidding? It’s propelled by stuff
